Postmaster Asks, Please Write Clear 


One of the biggest problems 
postal employees face is illegible 
handwriting. At Christmastime, 
when mail volumes skyrocket, 
this can become a major problem, 
Acting Postmaster Robert R. De 
Forge said today. 

The use of ZIP Codes by mail¬ 
ers does help speed up the process 
because often if the city and state 
are unreadable the ZIP Code will 
direct the mail to the post office 
from which it will be delivered. 
Clerks in that post office, being 
more 


master DeForge urged that spe¬ 
cial care be taken to see that each 
package is tightly stuffed and 
that nothing rattles around in¬ 
side. 

Parcels are generally shipped 
in bags and often heavier items 
rest on top of smaller, lighter 
packages. The postmaster encour¬ 
aged mailers to be a bit cautious 
and insure all packages. 

All parcels should be addressed 
on only one side and should have 
the address written somewhere on 
the inside of the package in case 
the exterior wrapping should 
come off. It is a good idea to also 
enclose a list of the contents. 

Poor packaging and illegible or 
incorrect addressing accounts for 
about half a billion undelivered 
parcels each year.

Just A Reminder 


Our Feathered Friends 


The sight of a pair of ruffed grouse feeding in the woods and the 
joyous flight of snowbirds or juncos is a reminder that the season for 
feeding birds is here. Soon, now, the weed seeds will have disappeared 
from the roadsides and woods, and the winter birds will then be 
looking for another source of food. 

Seed and suet feeders can be of several types and can be bought 
in any hardware or grain store, or can be readily made by the handy¬ 
man. Of particular delight is one placed on or near a southerly- 
exposed window ledge, where one can watch from dawn to dusk the 
unending quest of the various birds for just the right seed. 

Seed mixtures contain a sufficient variety to satisfy all of the 
birds that frequent the feeders. Incidentally, seed can be obtained 
from grain stores and supermarkets; the Massachusetts SPCA also 
at times has seed for sale in small quantities. A feeder designed 
especially for sumflower seeds, the particular delight of the chick¬ 
adees, nuthatches and finches, can also be hung from a tree branch. 

Do not forget the g ame birds! When deep snow and ice cover 
the ground, their food supply is cut off. Cracked corn tossed on the 
ground in a sheltered spot near where their tracks have been seen 
will take cafe of their needs. This type of feed will also attract morn¬ 
ing doves by the dozen. 

Whatever you feed the birds, be it seed, stale bread or dough¬ 
nuts, be sure to follow a regular schedule all through the winter. 
To stop feeding after having once started can he serious, as the 
birds have come to depend on the feed you have put out for them. 

One word of caution — when feeding peanut butter, be sure to 
add bird seed and melted fat and bread crumbs so that the mixture 
will pass move easily through the birds’ tiny throats, thus reducing 
the possibility of choking the bird. Recipes for “bird pudding” mix¬ 
tures appear in the daily papers several times during the winter 
season. 

‘ To discourage the marauding squirrels, a baffle should he placed 
under the feeder, particularly when it is mounted on a pole. Be sure 
the pole is at least ten feet from a tree—a squirrel has a long leap! 

There are several varieties of birds that are ground feeders, so 
hear this in mind when filling the feeders and scatter a little on the 
ground nearby. 

One last reminder — grit in the form of sand or ashes is needed 
for the birds to aid in their digestion, so make it readily available to 
them. And, too, they need fresh warm water in a shallow container 
for drinking.

Figures compiled by the Maine 
Fish and Game Dept, bear out ex¬ 
pectations that the 1965 deer 
hunting season would be a good 
one. 

A check of all deer registration 
stations by the Warden Service 
reveals a kill of 37,270, increase 
of 1,965 over the 1964 harvest of 
35,305. The 1965 deer kill figure 
is still subject to audit. 

This year’s increased kill marks 
the second year in a row with a 
higher harvest than the previous 
year. The deer kill in 1963 was 
29,839. 

The increased success during 
the past two years is attributed 
to a larger deer herd, associated 
directly with two mild winters in 
a row, during which little deer! 
mortality occurred. 

Hunting conditions were gener¬ 
ally better in 1965 although some 
hot weather during the early part 
of the season and deep snow in 
Aroostook County near the end of 
the season plagued hunters. 

Some areas of Maine saw light¬ 
er hunting pressure this year than 
in several previous years, possib¬ 
ly due to fewer non-resident 
hunters.
